Witness and deceased both told the 
boat to get further off, when two men belonging 
to the other boat Jomped Inio thelr boat and 
stabbed the deceased and cut.ancther man, and 
thea Jamped back Info thelr own boat and 
rowed away: There were five men In deceaned’s 
boat, incloding the deceased and witness, 
When tbe boats collided they were all 


lying down. It was very dark at the time.

Mr. Jerome Dyer has just been to 
Japan, where he interviewed tho hends of the 
Offctal Departments In Tokio, and the matter 
was prompily. referred tothe rative Boards of 
Trade of Toklo, Yokohama, Kobe, Of ka and 
Sakai, the five great commerctal centre of the 
Japarere empire, The svmples were duly 
examined ard very favotirably received and full 
reports on same will be sent in doe time to 
‘Australia to Mr. Jerome.

In our fasue of yesterday, owlng to lack of 
bpace, we were obliged to abbreviate some of 
the proceedings connected with the presentation 
of asifver shield end medals to the Police Force,

present special medals, in addition ‘o the 
sbield, which Chief Inspector Mathleson 
recelved from the hands of his Excellency, asa 
permanent testimontal for the whole Force, 

At noon yesterday, as stated in our last issue, 
thamen of the Hongkong Pollce Force were 
paraded at the Central-Police Station to receive 
the public thanks of his Excellency the Governor 
forthe services rendered during the plague 
epldemic, and, at the same lime, to receive a
